Sun-
day School plenics were postponed, clergyingn
believing that the oitizens should manifest more
concern in the contlict golng on <0 noar thew
thun o geck pleasure v mirthiol gatherings
Those who Uelleved In preparing foran exlgency
bave oiled their rusty weapons and move abott
omauigerent and  undismaved.  The  juvenile
population is carefully guarded in=loors by ¢lir-
cumspect mothers: the hotel has been varned
into a hospital for the wonnded, sod altocether n
pervading Hurry =tirs the town.

Last ulght was the crisis hour. Seven liun-
dréd Erie men opposed four himdred Allnny
men, and, though once yepulsed, Erie chased the
Albanians from the tield,  The mode of nitiating
the strugele was o= despernte as it was novel,
The Erie party made the nttock about 8 o'clock
last might. A train bearing shouat 250 men left
the lower end ol the wmnnel, and passed throngh
it expecting to meet the Ramsey party ot the

upper end of the tunnel.  The Albaoians wore
not there, however, and as the train wae ronudd-
ing a curve the Albany tralo wins seon ap-
wonching ot great speed. A collision was
mmevitable unless  both  engines were  pre-
versed. The Ericengine whistled down breaks,
but the Albany engine did not sk  her
speed, but with desperate precipitancy waos

dashing down the track, The speed of the Erie
engine was inerensed now, and with un uncalen-
lating rashness the enginecr determined to moeet
the opposing engine and confront death. The
two trans came together with o terrific erash,
It was now quite dork, nud the shoek startled
every man to his ftect. The headslights, cow-
catcher, flag-stafls, and smoke-stcks were torn
away, and the Albany engine wos thrown f{rom
the truck. There were about 00 men on the
two trains, and with icree yells the inrd-leatured,
raw=honed men rushed on eoch other, throwing

clubs, - bludereons. and all Kinds of Weapons
with which they conld deal ngly  blows.
Pistols were fired, gre onlders of rocks were
hurled, and with howiing and all Kimds of un-

ecarthly noises and trightiul onths the men bat-

ted for an hour. Finally, the Erie men retired
at the commund of thelr leader, and the Albany
men followed them through thie tunnel, and the
Erie men rallying met the Hamsey foree on this [
side the tunnel, where another battle ensaed
The Albany men were beaten knck and lefy Erie
in possession of the field, The second aftray was
carried on with maddening fury—muost thie
ruiders were sufliciently filled with whisky 1o
make them recklessly brave,

A list of the wounded on the Frie side all
that hos been made Known. Two recelved pistol
wounds, but are not dangerously injured, Most
of the injuries are from stones and bludgeons,
The skulls of muny are severcly fractured. The
men are all well cared for by the Fisk party, and
are quartered in one of the hotels here. The

[
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44th Regiment hins gone up to the tunnel to-day,
and will prevent further hostilivics,

Governor Hoffman has ordered that all that |
part of the road now in pogsession of the Albany
party shall be under the control of Mr, Priyn,
and that part held by Erie ot present shall be
superintended by Mr. Pratt.  The Frie party are
intending to pay no regard to this order, aud
will not disperse thelr men. A load of provi-
slons went up to the tuunel this afternoon, and
the army there wag reinforced by 200 wen from
Elmira and Susquehanna,

This morning the road, just & quarter of o
mile from the city, was torn up by the Albany
men, who were left on this side on the seizure
of the road. Constables, Bherlifz, and the Chief
ef Police were applied to by Mr. Gardoer, the
agent in charge u{ the road. to urrest the maran-
ders, but they all refosed 1o do auything, Some
of the Erie employes were telegraphed for from
all along the road, and by their help the track
was relaid 80 ag to ennble the traln with provi-
rions to pass over.

An attempt was made to burn the (restle
bridge aboul a mile out on the Albany rn;u]._luu
the flames were extinguished before any serious
damage was done. A part UI‘IH\' Hih Regiment
has been stationed In the elty to prevent any
disturbanee. An uprising of the Albany men is

The Fernnndo Po Exiles.

The Tvibune of this morning says:

The three Fernando Po exiles are still o the
eity,  They are not much tronbled with visgitors,
u= their pluce of abode is not  generally known.
They are, of course, highly elated at meeting
with thelr countrymen onee more on free Ame-
rican #oil, and feel it dificult to entirely com-
prehend the situation.  They say the volunteers
who gunrded them on thelr passiee treated them
very roughly, and were not sparing in threats
and abuse, and sometimes even in blows, Their
food they purchased at nmost exorbitant rate,
paying as ligh a8 #10 in gold for cheeses worth
about $1 apiece in Hovana, They were i) dnys on
the passage, and on thelr arrival at Fernando
o they were released, with osders not to leave
the colony. Many of the prisoners had very
Httle money. and to such the Spanish authorl-
ties issued for o day’s ration a small plece of
bocon and o little riee in an aneooked state.
Those who had money asslsted those who hd
none,  The gentlemen at present in New York
bonrded with twelve others in o miserable place
culled o thotel, ™ and poaid “war prices {or every-
thing. The rest of the prisoners rented wooden
shinntics, and messed together., At the time the
exiles now in New York left the colony, many
other prisoners had strong hopes of soon effect-
ing their gseape. It appears that many of the
gentlemen arrested had really done nothing thut
would justify their arrest, but all are now, very
nnturally, hearty svmpathizers with the caunse
{or which they linve suffered,

Hyan to Heturn 1o New York.
